REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The Applicant argues that McCarver does not disclose a hollow sleeve made from a first panel and a second panel: McCarver 
does not disclose treating the stockinette with additives: and McCarver does not disclose a stockinette that can have a shape 
configured to conform to the shape of a finger or toe. In response. McCarver does disclose a hollow sleeve made from a first 
panel and a second panel (col.3, lines 10-44). With regard to treating the stockinette with additives, it is well known and 
practiced to add additives to bandages to deter the growth of bacteria, which is why Tanihara and Satoh were incorporated as 
teachings of these additives. The Examiner states in the Office Action on p.2 that McCarver does not disclose a stockinette 
having a shape configured to conform to the shape of the finger or toe: therefore, this argument is considered moot. With 
regard to Larson, the Applicant argues that there is no motivation for combination with McCarver. In response, McCarver 
discloses a hollow sleeve that may be made to fit any length, but is silent with regard to a shape that is configured to conform to 
the shape of a finger or toe. Larson teaches a cast that is elastically deformable that may be shaped to conform to a finger or 
toe. Therefore, the Examiner is interpreting McCarver and Larson as being analaoous art, and the combination of the 
references is deemed proper.
